1) GHECKED 


Only German Claim For 
loth Day Of Battle Is 
For Progress In South 


By UNITED PRESS 

Russia reported the German blitz- 
krieg offensive had been checked 
with terrible losses on most of the 
eastern front today and the Nazi 
high command avoided any claim of 
gains against the Red army. 

Only on the southern or Bessara- 
bian front did the Germans, through 
the official news agency DNB, re- 
port that Axis forces were moving 
forward to the Ukraine after break- 
ing Russian resistance west of the 
Dniester river. Budapest claimed the 
big river had been crossed. 


Only on the Lepel sector of the 
central front guarding Moscow did 
the Russians indicate that the 
enemy might be striking with fresh 
power. There, the Moscow com- 
munique said, the Germans were 
“countering” a Red army counter- 
attack. Elsewhere on the road to 
Moscow and Leningrad the Nazis 
were reported hurled back in all at- 
tempts to cross the Dnieper river or 
strike through the Ostrov front. 

But on the 16th day of the war, 
both sides emphasized “fierce fight- 
ing” continued on all fronts along 
the Stalin line defenses and the out- 
come appeared dependent on abil-

WASHINGTON, ‘l?) — President 
Roosevelt took over the military 
protection of Iceland after reports 
reached him that the German gen- 
eral staff was considering attacking 
it to obtain a base from which to 
control North Atlantic shipping 
lanes, a usually well informed con- 
gressional source said today. 

United States naval forces were 
gradually supplanting a British gar- 
rison defending the independent is- 
land republic which is 180 miles 
from Greenland, 800 miles from the 
Norwegian wing of Germany’s war 
front, and 2500 miles from New 
York. It was a partial fulfillment of 
President Roosevelt’s fears that all

Appointment Of County 
Council Was Expected 
At Board Meet Tuesday 


The Board of Supervisors was to 
consider Tuesday afternoon — and 
it was expected they would consider 
the matter favorably—an ordinance 
creating a county Council of De- 
fense, to serve in an advisory capa- 
city. 

The ordinance had been prepared 
by District Attorney Henry S. Lyon 
upon the basis of suggestions devel- 
oped at a conference in the office 
of the Attorney General at San 
Francisco on June 20th, at which 
there were present representatives 
of the supervisors’ association, and 
of the California League of Mu- 
nicipalities. 

The ordinance provides for the 
creation of the county Council of 
Defense, to serve under the state 
Council of Defense, which in twmn 
serves under the National Council 
of Defense. 

The council would be created by 
the terms of the ordinance as con- 
sisting of one member of the Pla- 
cerville city council, one member of 
the Board of Supervisors, the sher- 
iff, the district attorney, the Super- 
visor of Eldorado National Forest, 
and the county health officer. 

Upon the recommendation of this 
group, the Board of Supervisors 
would appoint such additional mem- 
bers as needed not exceeding fif- 
teen. The ordinance also provides 
for the appointment of a civil lib- 
erties committee under the Council 
of Defense, of which the sheriff 
would be chairman.
